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I. — THE  ATHENJEUM  is  instituted  for  the  as- 
sociation of  individuals  known  for  their  Scien- 
tific or  Literary  attainments,  Artists  of  eminence 
in  any  class  of  the  Fine  Arts,  and  Noblemen  and 
Gentlemen  distinguished  as  liberal  Patrons  of 
Science,  Literature,  or  the  Arts. 

II. — It  being  essential  to  the  maintenance  of     Election 
the  Athenaeum,  in  conformity  with  the  principles   t;omm"ittee 
upon  which  it  was  originally  founded,  that  the 
annual   introduction   of  a   certain   number   of 
persons  of  distinguished  eminence  in  Science, 
Literature,  or  the  Arts,  should   be  secured,  a 
limited  number  of  persons  of  such  Qualifications 
shall  be  elected  by  the  Committee.  The  number 
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so  elected  shall  not  exceed  Nine  in  each  year. 
The  Elections  shall  take  place  during  the  months 
of  January,  February,  March,  and  April.  The 
Committee  shall  be  specially  summoned  for  the 
purpose,  at  least  one  week  before  the  intended 
Election;  no  Election  shall  take  place  unless 
Nine,  at  the  least,  of  the  Committee  be  actually 
present,  and  the  whole  of  those  present  unanimous 
in  their  Election.  Not  more  than  one-third  of 
the  total  number  of  persons  to  be  thus  ad- 
mitted within  the  year,  shall  be  elected  at  any 
one  Meeting.  The  Club  intrust  this  privilege 
to  the  Committee,  in  the  entire  confidence  that 
they  will  only  elect  persons  who  shall  have  at- 
tained to  distinguished  eminence  in  Science.  Li- 
terature, or  the  Arts.  The  names  of  Members 
so  elected  are  to  be  immediately  hung  up  in  the 
public  rooms. 

Election  III. — Each  Candidate  for  admission  must  be 
Ballot.  proposed  by  one  member,  and  seconded  by  an- 
other, and  the  Candidate's  names  and  usual 
place  of  residence,  his  rank,  (if  in  the  Navy 
or  Army,)  his  profession,  occupation,  or  other 
description,  shall  be  inserted,  at  the  time  of  pro- 
position, in  the  Book  of  Candidates. 

The  names   of  the  Proposer  and   Seconder 
must  be  in  their  own  hand-writing,  that  of  the 


Proposer  to  be  annexed  at  the  time  of  proposal, 
and  the  Seconder's  a  week  before  the  name  can 
be  put  up  for  Ballot. 

No  Candidate's  name  shall  be  inserted  in  the 
Proposing  Book  before  he  has  attained  the  age 
of  Twenty-one  Years.* 

The  Ballot  (when  there  are  vacancies)  shall 
take  place  between  the  hours  of  Nine  and  Ele- 
ven o'clock,  P.M.  on  every  Monday,  during  the 
Months  of 

February, 

March, 

April, 

May, 

June,  and 

July. 

No  Ballot  shall  be  valid  unless  Twenty  Mem- 
bers actually  ballot ;  one  black  ball  in  Ten 
shall  exclude ;  and  not  more  than  Ten  Candi- 
dates shall  be  balloted  for  on  one  day. — A  List, 
containing  the  names,  together  with  those  of  the 
Proposers  and  Seconders,  and  the  other  before-

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mentioned  particulars,  must  be  put  up  in  one  of 
the  public  rooms,  at  least  a  week  before  the 
day  of  Ballot,  dated  and  signed  by  the  Secre- 
tary, who  shall  in  every  case,  before  any  Candi- 
date's name  shall  be  inserted  in  such  List, 
write  to  his  Proposer  or  Seconder,  requesting 
to  be  informed,  at  least  one  month  before  the 
day  of  Ballot,  whether  any  alteration  may  have 
taken  place  in  the  residence,  profession,  occupa- 
tion, or  other  description  of  the  Candidate,  since 
his  name  was  inserted  in  the  proposing  book, 
and  such  Candidate's  name  shall  not  be  put 
up  for  Ballot  until  these  regulations  shall  have 
been  complied  with. 

Notification        jy — Qn  the  admission  of  each  new  Member 
of  Election, 

the  Secretary  shall  notify  the  same  to  mm,  (in 

duplicate  if  abroad.)  and  shall  furnish  him  with 
a  Copy  of  the  Rules  :  he  shall  also  request  him 
to  remit  to  the  Bankers  of  the  Club  an  order 
for  the  amount  of  his  Entrance-fee  and  Sub- 
scription. 

V. — As  the  payment  of  these  sums  will  en- 
title a  Member  to  enjoy  every  benefit  of  the 
Club,  so  it  is  to  be  considered  as  distinctly  im- 
plying his  acquiescence  in  tli3  Rules  of  an  In- 
stitution to  which  he  thus  voluntarily  attaches 


himself,  as  well  as  his  submission  to  the  re- 
strictions they  enjoin,  and  to  the  penalties  they 
enact. 

VI. — The  Entrance-money  on  admission  shall  Entrance  and 
be   of  such  amount  as   the    Committee   may  SubsCriPtiou- 
from  time  to  time  determine.     Any  alteration 
of  the  Annual  Subscription  must  receive  the 
sanction  of  a  General  Meeting.     All  Subscrip- 
tions shall  be  payable  on  the  1st  of  January  in 
each  year. 

VII. — No    Member   shall    be    admitted   to  Members  not 

qualified  to 

ballot  For  a  Candidate,  or  to  vote  on  any  occa-        -vote, 
sion  whatever,  or  to  enjoy  any  of  the  privileges 
of   the    Club,    until  he   shall  have  paid   his 
Entrance-money  and  Annual  Subscription. 

VIII. — From  and  after  the  First  day  of 
February  in  each  year,  no  Member  of  the  Club 
can  be  allowed  to  vote  at  a  Ballot,  or  to  act  as 
Member  of  the  Committee,  until  he  s'hall  have 
paid  his  Subscription  for  the  current  year. 

IX. — If  a  new  Member  shall  not  pay  his 
Entrance-fee  and  First  Year's  Subscription- 
money  within  Three  Months  from  the  day  of 
his  admission  to  the  Club,  if  he  be  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  or  within  Twelve  Months,  if 
abroad,  the  Secretary  shall  report  accordingly 
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to  the  Committee,  who  shall  cause  his  name  to 
be  erased  from  the  List  of  Members,  unless  he 
can  justify  the  delay  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Committee. 

X. — The  name  of  every  Member  failing  to 
pay  his  Annual  Subscription,  due  on  the  1st  of 
January,  shall  be  hung  up  in  the  public  rooms 
on  the  1st  of  February  ;  notice  of  which  shall 
be  sent  to  him,  or  to  his  Banker  or  Agent,  by 
the  Secretary :  and,  if  the  Subscription  be  not 
paid  on  or  before  the  31st  of  March  ensuing, 
the  Defaulter  shall  cease  to  be  a  Member  of  the 
Cfub,  and  his  name  shall  be  erased  by  the  Com- 
mittee from  the  Books  accordingly. 

Members  XI. — Any  Member  who  may  be  absent  from 

coming  Su-  England  during  the  whole  period  within  which 
rj  *  the  Annual  Subscription  is  payable,  may  be 
considered  as  a  Supernumerary  Member,  and 
be  exempted  from  the  Subscription  during  the 
continuance  of  such  absence.  Upon  his  com- 
municating in  writing  to  the  Secretary  his 
return  to  England,  and  upon  paying  his  Sub- 
scription for  the  Current  Year,  he  shall  be 
admitted,  without  Ballot,  to  all  the  privileges 
of  the  Club,  until  a  vacancy  occurs  for  his 
re-admission  to  the  general  List,  when  he  is  to 
be  replaced  by  the  Committee.

Society,  and  such  other  Foreigners  of  dis- 
tinction, for  Science,  Literature,  or  the  Arts, 
(not  exceeding  ten  of  the  latter  at  one  time,) 
as  the  Committee  may  deem  it  advisable  to 
name,  may  be  invited  to  become  Honorary 
Members  (without  Admission-fee  or  Subscrip- 
tion) during  their  temporary  residence  in 
England.  No  such  nomination  to  take  effect, 
unless  Six  Members  at  least  of  the  Committee

shall  be  present,  and  concur  therein.  No 
Foreigner  permanently  resident  in  England  can 
be  admitted  under  this  clause. 

XIV. — There  shall  be  Five  Trustees,  in  whom 
the  pecuniary  concerns  of  the  Club  shall  be 
vested,  and  who  shall  have  the  power  to  adopt 
such  measures,  by  making  insurances,  investing 
money,  or  otherwise  dealing  with  the  income 
and  expenditure,  as  may  appear  to  them  neces- 
sary for  the  interest  of  the  Club  at  large,  whose 
representatives  they  shall  be  in  all  pecuniary 
concerns  ;  and  the  signature  of  at  least  one  of 
the  Trustees  shall  be  necessary  to  sanction  any 
payment. 

XV.— The  Trustees  shall  be,  or  shall  have 
been  at  the  time  of  Election,  the  Presidents  of 
the  Royal  Society,  the  Society  of  Antiquaries, 
and  the  Royal  Academy,  together  with  two 
Members  of  the  Club,  to  be  elected  by  the 
Committee;  and,  when  not  previously  elected 
to  the  Committee  of  Management,  they  are  to 
be  considered  as  additional  and  permanent 
Members  thereof.  If  any  of  the  said  Presi- 
dents shall  not  be  Members  of  the  Athenaeum 
at  the  time  that  an  official  Trusteeship  should 
by  the  foregoing  law  devolve  upon  such  Presi- 
dent, the  Committee  shall  have  power  to  elect 
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such  President  to  be  a  Member  of  the  Club ; 
but  if  such  President  should  decline  being  a 
Trustee  or  Member  of  the  Club,  the  Committee 
shall  elect  one  of  the  Members  of  the  Club  who 
may  be  willing  to  accept  the  trust.  Though 
Trustees,  when  once  elected,  continue  to  be 
Trustees  as  long  as  they  are  liable  to  any  legal 
pecuniary  responsibility ;  and,  in  the  case  of 
the  official  Trustees,  even  although  they  should 
cease  to  hold  the  office  in  right  of  which  they 
were  elected ;  yet  any  Trustee  shall  be  at 
liberty  to  resign  that  office,  and  shall  be  dis- 
charged from  all  future  pecuniary  responsibility 
as  Trustee,  from  the  time  he  shall  signify  (in 
writing)  his  intention  so  to  resign ;  and  when- 
ever any  Trustee,  who  may  have  become  Trus- 
tee by  having  held  one  of  the  Presidencies, 
shall  cease  to  be  a  Trustee,  the  person  holding 
such  Presidency  for  the  time  being  shall  be 
elected  into  such  vacancy,  under  the  foregoing 
regulations. 

XVI. — The   general   Concerns  of  the  Club     Power  of 
shall  be  managed  by  a  Committee  consisting  of  Committt' 
Twenty-four  Members,  exclusive  of  the  Trus- 
tees, eight  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually, 
at  the  Annual  Meeting  ;  and  they  are  to  make 
such  Regulations  (consistent  with  these  general 
Rules)  as  they  shall  from  time  to  time  think 
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necessary  to  the  well-being  of  the  Club ;  and 
their  regulations  and  decisions  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  binding,  unless  set  aside  at  a  general 
meeting  of  the  Club,  to  be  assembled  as  here- 
inafter directed. 

Appointment  XVII  — The  Committee  shall  select,  at  some 
Committee.  Weekly  Meeting  previous  to  the  Second  Mon- 
day in  May,  Eight  Members  of  their  body,  who 
are  to  go  out,  and  shall  nominate  Eight  other 
Members  to  fill  up  the  vacancies;  and  the 
names  of  those  who  go  out,  as  well  as  of  those 
who  are  proposed  to  supply  their  places,  shall 
be  hung  up  in  one  of  the  public  Rooms  four- 
teen days  before  the  Annual  General  Meeting. 
They  shall  recommend  these  to  the  Annual 
General  Meeting,  at  which  every  person  present 
shall  be  furnished  with  a  printed  list  of  the 
names  proposed,  and  shall  vote  by  Ballot;  but 
such  General  Meeting  shall  have  the  unre- 
strained power  to  elect  any  Eight  Members  of 
the  Club  at  largest  to  serve  on  the  Committee, 
that  may  be  eligible.  No  member  (except  the 
Trustees)  can  remain  upon  the  Committee 
more  than  three  successive  years,  or  be  eligible 
to  serve  again  until  after  the  lapse  of  one  year.

curring  in  the  Committee,  after  the  Annual 
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Election  on  the  Second  Monday  in  May,  the 
Committee  itself  shall  have  the  power  of  filling 
them  up. 

XIX. — The  Committee  shall,  if  possible,  hold  Meetings  of 

Committee, 
an  Ordinary  Meeting  on  Tuesday  in  every  week, 

or  oftener  if  necessary,  at  One  o' Clock,  to  trans- 
act current  business,  to  audit  the  Accounts,  and 
to  confirm  the  proceedings  of  the  foregoing 
week.  Three  of  the  Committee  shall  form  a 
quorum  on  the  days  of  Meeting. 

XX. — There  shall  be  held  an  Annual  General  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Club,  on  the  second  Monday  in 
May,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  one-third  of 
the  Committee  for  the  succeeding  year,  and 
receiving  a  Report  and  Abstract  of  the  state  of 
the  Accounts  and  general  concerns  of  the  Club 
for  the  Past  Year  from  the  Committee;  to- 
gether with  an  Estimate  of  the  Receipts  and 
Disbursements  of  the  Current  Year ;  (which  Re- 
port and  Estimate  shall  be  immediately  printed 
for  the  use  of  the  Members ;)  and  for  receiving 
propositions  for  any  new  Rule  or  alteration  of 
any  existing  Rule  of  the  Club.  But  no  altera- 
tion of  the  Rules  or  Regulations  of  the  Club 
shall  take  place  unless  upon  a  proposal  in 
writing,  signed  by  two  Members,  which  shall 
be  sent  to  the  Committee  one  month,  and  be 
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hung  up  in  one  of  the  Public  Rooms  a  fort- 
night, before  the  General  Meeting,  and  be  printed 
and  added  to  the  Report.  If  any  such  new 
Rule  or  alteration  shall  be  proposed  and  passed 
at  such  Meeting,  a  second  Meeting  shall  be 
held  on  that  day  fortnight,  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  ratifying  or  regulating  any  propositions  which 
may  have  been  voted  on  the  Second  Monday 
in  May,  except  the  choice  of  the  Committee, 
which  shall  be  final  on  the  first  election.  The 
Annual  Abstract  and  Estimate  are  to  be  laid  on 
the  Tables  of  the  Club  a  fortnight  before  the 
General  Meeting.

any  old  one,  or  to  make  any  other  proposition 

which  may  appear  to  require  the  sanction  of  a 
General  Meeting,  the  Committee  may  call  an 
Extraordinary  General  Meeting,  on  giving  four- 
teen days'  notice,  specifying,  in  the  form  of  a  Re- 
solution, the  object  intended  to  be  submitted,  and  the 
discussion  sha'l  be  confined  to  that  object  only.  The 
Committee  shall  also  call  an  Extraordinary  Ge- 
neral Meeting  on  the  written  requisition  of 
Thirty  Members,  not  being  of  the  Committee, 
under  restrictions  similar  to  the  preceding  ;  but 
no  question  shall  be  discussed,  and  no  propo- 
sition voted,  which  shall  not  have  been  distinctly 
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stated  in  the  requisition  for  the  General  Meet- 
ing. In  case  the  proposition  to  be  discussed 
should  be  connected  with  the  conduct  of  any 
Member,  a  Ballot  shall  take  place  as  to  the 
result ;  but,  if  that  result  should  tend  to  the 
expulsion  of  the  party,  two-thirds  of  a  meet- 
ing of  at  least  Sixty  Members  must  concur 
therein. 


XXII. — All  notices  of  Extraordinary  General      Notices

of  the  preceding  Rule,  must  be  signed  by  Ten 
of  its  Members,  and  be  posted  up  in  one  of  the 
public  rooms  of  the  Club  for  at  least  fourteen 
days  previous  to  the  day  of  meeting. 


XXIII. — No  proposition  shall  ever  be  adopted 
without  the  sanction  of  a  majority  consisting  of 
two-thirds  of  the  Extraordinary  General  Meet- 
ing, composed  of  at  least  Sixty  Members. 

XXIV. — No  subject,  except  what  relates  to 
the  management  of  the  concerns  of  the  Club, 
shall  ever  be  proposed,  or  brought  forward  for 
discussion,  at  any  Annual  or  General  Meeting. 
The  Chair  shall  be  taken  at  all  Meetings  at 
One  o'Clock  precisely. 

XXV. — The  Club-house  must  be  open  every 
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day  for  the  reception  of  Members,  at  Nine 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  be  shut  up  at  Two 
o'clock  A.M.,  after  which  hour  no  Member  shall 
be  admitted.  Such  Members,  however,  as  may 
then  happen  to  be  actually  within  the  house, 
are  not  to  be  restricted  or  influenced  with  respect 
to  their  departure  by  this  Rule. 

XXVI. — No  Member  shall,  on  any  pretence 
or  in  any  manner  whatsoever,  receive  any  Pro- 
fit, Salary,  or  Emolument,  from  the  funds  or 
transactions  of  the  Club,  under  the  penalty  of 
expulsion. 

XXVII. — No  Member  shall  give  any  money 
or  gratuity  to  any  of  the  servants  of  the  Es- 
tablishment. 

XXVIII.— No  Provisions  cooked  in  the  Club- 
house, or  Wines  or  other  Liquors,  are  to  be  sent 
out  of  the  House  on  any  pretence  whatsoever. 

XXIX.— Any  defect  in  a  Breakfast  or  Din- 
ner, complained  of  on  the  Back  of  the  Bill,  and 
signed  by  the  Member  so  complaining,  must  be 
especially  noticed  by  the  Committee  on  settling 
the  Weekly  Accounts.  And  any  inattention  or 
improper  conduct  of  a  Servant  is  to  be  stated  by 
letter,  and  signed  by  the  Member  complaining. 
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which  letter,  being  put  into  the  Secretary's  box, 
must  be  laid  before  the  Committee  at  their  next 
Weekly  Meeting. 

XXX.— All  Members  are  to  pay  their  Bills 
for  every  expense  they  incur  in  the  Club,  be- 
fore they  leave  the  House ;  the  Steward  having 
positive  Orders  not  to  open  accounts  with  any 
individual. 

XXXI.— No  Member  shall  take,  or  permit 
to  be  taken  away,  from  the  Club,  upon  any 
pretence  whatever,  or  shall  injure  or  destroy, 
any  Newspaper,  Pamphlet,  Book,  or  other  Ar- 
ticle, the  Property  of  the  Institution. 

XXXII. — No  Game  of  Hazard  shall  on  any 
account  be  ever  played,  nor  shall  Dice  be  used, 
in  the  Club-house. 

XXXIII.— No  higher  stake  than  Half- 
guinea  Points  shall  ever  be  played  for. 

XXXIV. — Any  deviation  from  the  three  last- 
mentioned  Rules  shall,  on  satisfactory  proof  be- 
fore the  Committee,  be  attended  with  immediate 
expulsion. 

XXXV. — No  Member  shall,  on  any  account, 
bring  a  Dog  into  the  Club-house. 
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XXXVI.— Any  infraction  of  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  of  the  Club  shall  be  taken  imme- 
diate cognizance  of  by  the  Committee. 

XXXVII. — All  expulsions  for  breach  of  any 
of  these  Rules  shall  be  the  act  of  the  Com- 
mittee, at  which,  however,  not  less  than  Thir- 
teen Members  shall,  on  every  such  occasion, 
be  present,  and  the  Majority  shall  concur 
therein. 

XXXVIII.— Any  Member  so  expelled,  whe- 
ther by  the  Committee  or  a  General  Meeting, 
shall  forfeit,  ipso  facto,  all  right  to  or  claim  upon 
the  Club,  or  its  property  or  funds,  and  shall  cease 
to  be  a  Member,  without  appeal. 

XXXIX.— Each  Member  of  the  Club  shall 
communicate  his  address,  or  that  of  his  Banker  or 
Agent,  from  time  to  time,  to  the  Secretary ;  and 
all  Notices,  being  sent  to  such  address,  shall  be 
considered  as  duly  delivered. 

XL. — These  Rules  and  Regulations  shall  be 
printed,  and  a  Copy  of  them,  together  with  a 
List  of  the  Committee,  shall  be  delivered  to 
every  member  of  the  Club,  or  transmitted  to  his 
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address,  but  110  Member  shall  be  absolved  from 
the  effect  of  these  Rules,  on  any  allegation  of 
not  ha\ing  received  them.

IN  laying  before  the  Club  the  accompanying  "  General  Ab- 
stract of  the  Receipt  and  Expenditure  of  the  Club  for  the 
year  1834,"  the  Committee  have  to  observe  that,  whilst 
the  Receipts  for  the  year  (see  A.)  have  fallen  short  of  those 
for  1833  by  £176  18*.,  the  Current  Expenditure  for  the 
same  period  (see  A.)  was  less  than  that  of  1833  by 
£485  11*.  Id. 

In  consequence  of  the  increased  attendance  of  Members 
in  the  rooms  of  the  Club,  and  particularly  in  the  Coffee- 
room,  one  servant  has  been  added  to  the  establishment ; 
and  a  further  increase  of  expense  in  this  department  has 
been  occasioned  by  an  advance  of  Salaries  and  Wages  in 
consequence  of  length  of  services. 

The  Committee  have  been  advised  that,  in  consequence 
of  what  was  done  last  year,  they  could,  without  any  real 
injury  to  the  house,  delay  for  one  more  year  the  painting 
and  repairing  of  the  whole  premises ;  an-i  they  willingly 
acceded  to  any  suggestion  which  enabled  them  to  put  off 
such  a  serious  interruption,  as  it  must  for  a  time  prove, 
to  the  comfort  and  accommodation  of  Members. 
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The  great  accessions  made  to  the  Library,  by  gifts  and 
by  purchase,  have  rendered  it  necessary  for  the  Committee 
to  give  directions  for  adding  to  the  Bookcases  in  the  Draw- 
ing-room ;  and  also  for  fitting  up  the  Map-room  as  an  ad- 
ditional Library,  but  this  will  still  continue  to  be  used 
during  the  Evenings  as  a  Newspaper  Reading-room.  The 
Maps  will  be  removed  to  the  Morning-room.  The  Lobby, 
at  the  entrance  to  the  present  Map-room,  will  also  be  fitted 
up  for  holding  the  Parliamentary  Records. 

On  the  actual  state  of  the  Library,  the  Committe  refer 
the  Club  to  the  annexed  Report  of  the  Library  Committee ; 
and  it  is  with  great  satisfaction  that  they  have  heard 
the  testimony  of  those  Members  who  are  most  in  the  habit 
of  frequenting  the  Club,  and  consulting  the  Books,  in 
favour  of  the  improved  and  improving  state  of  this,  the 
most  valuable  and  useful  possession  of  the  Athenaeum 
Club. 

By  the  Annual  Payment  of  £1,000,  on  the  1  st  January 
this  year,  the  Debt  of  the  Club  to  the  Phoenix  Office  is 
now  reduced  to  £11,000,  and  the  Interest  to  £495.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE. 


Saturday,  April  llth,  1835. 

THE  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE  have  endeavoured  during  the 
past  year  to  lay  out  the  funds  intrusted  to  them  in  such  a 
manner  as  seemed  likely  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  majo- 
rity of  the  Club.  It  has  been  their  object  to  form  a  col- 
lection of  useful  works  in  the  different  provinces  of  Litera- 
ture and  Science,  without  giving  any  other  preference  to 
particular  subjects  than  popular  taste,  and  what  they  con- 
ceived to  be  the  inclination  of  the  Members,  appeared  to 
prescrbie.  By  the  application  of  the  sums  annually  set 
apart  for  this  purpose,  as  well  as  by  the  liberal  donations 
of  many  Members  of  the  Club,  a  Library  has  been  already 
collected  not  wholly  deficient,  as  the  Committee  trust,  in 
any  line  of  useful  information  or  literary  amusement 

It  will,  however,  require  a  further  expenditure  to  render 
this  collection  adequate  to  the  wants  of  so  numerous  and 
enlightened  a  body  as  the  Members  of  the  Athenaeum. 
Notwithstanding  the  intention  above  expressed,  it  has  not 
been  found  easy  to  keep  up  every  class  of  books  at  its  fair 
level,  and  in  some  there  are  still  considerable  deficiencies. 
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That  of  English  History  is  the  most  complete,  and  in  the 
strict  sense  of  the  word  contains  almost  every  standard 
work  of  reference.  In  Scottish  and  Irish  History,  and  in 
books  relating  to  the  Constitution  of  Parliament,  there  is 
much  wanting.  The  same  observation  is  applicable  to  the 
extensive  and  interesting  department  of  general  Biogra- 
phy, to  Moral  Philosophy,  and  miscellaneous  Polite  Litera- 
ture ;  and,  though  this  deficiency  has  been  partially  sup- 
plied to  Theology,  the  Committee  might  easily  enumerate 
other  blank  spaces  in  the  Catalogue,  but  the  Club  is  al- 
ready well  acquainted  with  what  the  Library  wants,  as  well 
as  what  it  possesses ;  and  the  Committee  only  allude  to 
it,  that  they  may  not  be  supposed  inattentive  to  just  de- 
mands which  they  are  desirous  gradually  to  supply. 

It  is  a  principal  object,  in  the  formation  of  such  a 
public  Library  as  that  of  the  Athenaeum,  to  purchase  such 
works  in  the  Fine  Arts,  in  Natural  History,  and  Antiqui- 
ties, as,  though  eminently  instructive  or  interesting,  are 
too  costly  or  bulky  for  the  majority  of  private  persons. 
As  the  foundation,  however,  of  a  Library  must  be  laid  in 
volumes  of  common  utility,  it  has  been  hitherto  beyond  the 
means  of  the  Committee  to  furnish  the  Club  with  many- 
publications  of  this  kind.  They  flatter  themselves  that  in 
future  it  will  be  practicable  to  allot  a  larger  portion  of  the 
funds  of  the  Club  to  this  object.

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THE  Committee  have  the  satisfaction  to  lay  before  the  Club 
the  General  Abstract  of  the  Accounts  of  the  Club  for  the 
year  ending  the  31st  December,  1835. 

The  general  conformity  of  the  Abstract  with  those  of 
preceding  years  renders  unnecessary  any  detailed  ex- 
planation from  the  Committee,  as  to  the  items  of  which  it 
is  composed.  The  principal  difference  consists  in  a  larger 
outlay  having  been  occasioned  in  the  year  1835,  on 
account  of  Furniture  and  Linen,  which  was  met  by  a  cor- 
responding reduction  in  the  sums  expended  in  the  purchase 
of  Wine.  The  quantity  of  Wine  now  in  the  cellar  of  the 
Club,  the  estimated  value  of  which  is  stated  at  nearly 
£4,000,  is  sufficient  to  show  that  this  arrangement  has 
been  attended  with  no  inconvenience. 

On  referring  to  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Athenaeum,  dated  the  llth  May,  1829,  it  will  be  found 
that  the  Committee  of  that  period  contemplated  the  neces- 
sity of  renewing,  after  a  term  of  eight  years,  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  Furniture,  and,  perhaps,  of  incurring  a  new 
temporary  debt  in  consequence.  It  might  have  been  added, 
that  the  whole  house  would,  after  such  a  lapse  of  time, 
probably  require  considerable  repairs,  besides  fresh  paint- 
ing throughout,  and  some  alterations  which  experience 
might  prove  to  be  necessary,  to  add  as  much  as  possible  to 
the  convenience  and  accommodation  of  the  Members.  The 
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period  has  now  arrived  at  which  the  alterations  and  repairs 
cannot,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Architect  of  the  Club,  be  with 
propriety  delayed  any  longer. 

In  the  six  years  during  which  the  Club  has  occupied 
the  present  house,  the  amount  of  Debt  actually  paid  off  up 
to  the  present  time,  is  £6,000.  In  addition  to  which,  the 
Club  has  paid  £3,787  of  Interest  to  the  Phoenix  Fire  Office, 
and  has  increased  the  Stock  of  Wine  by  £3,000;  £3,525 
have  been  expended  upon  the  Library  ;  additional  Furni- 
ture, including  the  Fittings  of  the  Libraries,  Plate,  Linen, 
&c.,  has  also  been  provided  to  the  amount  of  £3,347 ;  and 
£1,897  has  been  the  cost  of  Repairs  and  Alterations.  The 
sum  total  of  these  heads  of  Extra  Expenditure  being 
£20,560,  if  divided  among  the  six  years  since  January, 
1830,  shows  an  average  of  such  Expenditure  out  of  the 
Annual  Income  of  £3,440. 

The  Committe  have  been  for  some  time  in  communica- 
tion with  the  Architect  of  the  Club,  as  to  the  nature  and 
extent  of  the  Repairs  and  Alterations  which  are  now  neces- 
sary ;  and  they  have  every  reason  to  apprehend  that  these, 
together  with  the  new  Furniture  required,  cannot  be  pro- 
vided for  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Club  for  a  less  sum  than 
£4,500,  of  which  £2,500  will  be  absorbed  in  what  are 
deemed  essential  repairs,  including  painting,  paper,  &c., 
and  which  are  absolutely  demanded  of  the  Club  by  the 
terms  of  the  lease  under  which  the  premises  are  held. 

The  Alterations  will  be  confined  chiefly  to  the  Kitchen, 
Coffee-room  Entrances,  and  an  improved  system  of  Ven- 
tilation. 
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As  in  all  establishments  of  this  description,  it  is  much 
more  advisable  to  draw  partly  upon  the  Receipts  of  future 
years,  than  to  stint  the  existing  Members  of  the  real  and 
immediate  advantages  to  which  they  are  entitled  ;  and  as 
the  excess  of  the  Income  of  the  Club  above  the  Expendi- 
ture, without  taking  into  account  the  payments  on  account 
of  the  existing  loan,  may  be  reasonably  stated  at  £1,000 
there  will  be  no  difficulty  iu  borrowing  the  sum  of  £3,000 
and  engaging  to  pay  it  off,  with  Interest,  within  the  en- 
suing five  years,  or  even  a  less  period.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE. 


26M  April,  1836. 

THE  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE  have  to  acknowledge  the  con- 
tinued receipt  of  liberal  donations ;  and  the  list  annexed 
will  show  that  many  valuable  additions  have  thus  been 
made  to  the  books  in  the  possession  of  the  Club.  Amongst 
these,  they  would  more  especially  refer  to  the  munificent 
gift  of  a  copy  of  the  Public  Records  of  the  Kingdom,  in 
53  volumes,  which  the  Club  owes  to  His  Majesty's  Com- 
missioners. 

The  last  Report  of  the  Committee  expressed  an  earnest 
desire  that  they  might  be  enabled  to  purchase  "such 
works  in  the  Fine  Arts,  in  Natural  History  and  Antiqui- 
ties, as,  though  eminently  instructive  or  interesting,  are 
too  costly  or  bulky  for  the  majority  of  private  persons." 
They  can  now  refer  with  pleasure  to  the  purchase  of  such 
works  as  Rosellini's  Egyptian  Antiquities  ;  Thesaurus 
Antiquitatum  et  Historiarum  Italiae,  Siciliae,  Sardiniae,  &c., 
cura  et  studio  Georgii  Graevii  et  Petri  Burmanni,  45  vols. 
folio,  chart,  max. ;  Hearne's  Historical  Works ;  Agassiz 
on  Fossil  Fishes ;  Temminck,  Planches  Coloriees  d'Oiseanx. 
In  French  Historical  Literature,  they  have  obtained 
Buchon's  collection  of  original  Chronicles,  in  47  volumes. 
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In  the  present  year  they  have  also  introduced  several 
publications  in  the  German  Language,  having  purchased 
the  Works  of  Goethe,  Herder,  and  Schiller.  At  the  same 
time,  the  Committee  hope  that  their  other  purchases  may 
tend  to  show  that  they  have  not  neglected  volumes  of  more 
general  interest  or  common  utility. 

The  Committee  trust  that  the  Library,  though  still 
having  many  blanks  to  fill,  and  imperfections  to  supply, 
cannot  be  considered  wholly  deficient  in  any  branch  of 
information  or  amusement  ;  but,  with  a  view  to  its  further 
improvement,  they  anxiously  invite  the  suggestions  of  indi- 
vidual Members  in  the  book  kept  for  the  purpose,  which 
will  serve  the  Committee  as  a  most  useful  and  desirable 
guide  in  their  deliberations.
